A'ancouver, April 19. — "The Cobbledick 
gold dredge is paying." Tlus very im- 
Iiortnnt aniiounccinout was made to tho 
Colonist correspondent this morning by 
:\Ir. Parke, the inventor of mine machin- 
ery. 'Mr. Parke has just returned from 
a prospectiii.g trip along the Fraser, and 
his information can be relied upon for 
accuracy. It is the good news that has 
boon anxiously waited for for years, as 
the success of tlie dredge opens up vast 
possibilities tor the future. Fortunes 
have been wasted many times in a Tain 
attempt to recover tho yellow metal from 
the groat storehouses of gold locked^ up 
by the mighty boulders -which strew ^the 
bottom of tho Fraser, and years of 
anxious toil, disappointments, and heart- 
burnings have resulted in'the creation of 
a widespread opinion tliat not at least in 
the life time of the present generation 
would gold be successfully torn from 
tho rocky beds of the rivers of British 
Columbia. 

This widespread impression is dis- 
pelled for there is a paying dredge on 
the river, and paying so well that tho 
operators have not been obliged to move 
from a small space at Lyttoii for three 
months, aud with only four men operat- 
ing it in day and night shifts. Although 
the dredge boare Mr. Oobbledlck'e name, 
ho is no longer connected with the Fraser 
River Gold Dredging company, who are 
operating it, aud in fact in the past only 
represented tho English company who 
siipi>lic(l the capital for its construction. 
The designor of the dredge ui^-i S. 
Satehell Clarke, bite dredgemaster of 
New Zealand. Mr. Clarke said to the 
Colonist correspondent when spoken to 
regarding the matter, that he tliou,i;ht 
it was (luite safe to say that the dredge 
was paying, if only from the fact that 
when he had recjuested the company to 
allow Ivim to work the dredge on shares, 
they not only refused him jioint blank, 
but ho understood they iind given orders 
for three more dredges of the same pal- 
tern. The company would not build 
these additional dredges if the on* aicy 
had wos not paying. As a mattec of 
fact, an engineer was sent nut li«)re 
to test the dredge for a stated perioj, 
presumably before capital was advancc^J 
for a lleet of dredges, and It had been 
learnecl that during that test run, Jhe 
results of tho clean uj) was one ouncn 
of gold an hour. Mr. Clarke stated that 
ho had reafion to believe that this state- 
ment wag quite correct. 

Contrary to his wishes, the buckets 
used were 7uado of cast metal, instead 
of plate, to stand the terrible grind of 
the rocks, and the reason tliat the dredge 
did not pay before was tliat in every in- 
stance where the maiingement declinnd 
to follow his instructions in detail, there 
was trouble in actual working. At 
buigth the dredge was repaired according 
to Ills original design, and commenced 
to pay at once. 

.Mr. Clarke has since designed a still 
more powerful dredge, operating on tho 
Thompson; .she has not j)aid because 
she operated on ground where there was 
no gold. But now that they are operat- 
ing oil other grounds he ex|)ects to hear 
of her success an.v day. 

Mr. Clarke has uiiboiinded faith in \\\() 
prohtable outcome of British Columbia 
river dredging, and believes thot it will 
be a very substantial industry iu tho 
future.

Ottawa, April 19.— The new- charter to: 
the Treadgold syndicate provides that 
the syndicate can only enter upon aban- 
doned claims when ready to put water 
there. They do not get tho oxclusivo 
right, however, but simply those of ordin- 
ary miners. 

Abandoned claims, therefore, instead of 
being locked up, are thrown open for re- 
location. 

The company retains the monopoly of 
tho Klondike river water for the pro- 
duction of power for sale, but individ- 
ual minors or companies may devekip 
their own power. 

It is stated here that Barney Sugruo, 
the delegate from Dawson, will be a can- 
didate for the Commons at the first Yu- 
kon election.

Exciting Experience of Throe Men at 
Grand Forks. 

Grand Forks, B. C., April 19.— Three 
Graiiby smelter omiiloyees, D. Kelly, 
F. Ivolly, ami D. Lowe, wore swept over 
the smelter dam this morning in a small 
l.'oat. Their escape from instant death- 
was almost miraculous. Kelly and D. 
Jiowe received slight injuries. It seems 
that they were engaged (n removing the 
artificial cribwork addcdVtoTthe top of 
tlio dnm during the low 'wateir seasou. 
Acting under ^he orders of Pgreman 
O'Keefe, they proceeded to accomplish 
their task by working from a boat sta- 
tioned just above the head of the dam, 
and held in place by a rope stretched 
across the river. After some of the 
timbers had been removed, the boat was 
carrieil through the gap and the rojie 
snapped in two. The three occupants 
were hurled into the seething cnldron be- 
low. Luckily each man was an e.xperi; 
swimmer, and after being engulfed in 
tho water reached a rocky projection 
several hundred yards below. Their fall 
axcecded 70 feet. -

The result was the receipt oi 
some cuttings from I'hiladclphia papers, 
pulilisbed last monlh, a day or two be- 
fore bis letter reached there: 

.V startling disclosure of tbe alleged 
crooked luisijiess dealings of a lirm 
trading as the I'eople's I'ublishiiig com- 
pany, occupying tho large olUcc building 
at the southeast corner- of Cherry and

Charles It. Graham, 4007 Pine street, 
the president of the company; William 
E. lioUoway, 400S Spruce street, form- 
erly manager of the c<jncern, and George 
Y. Clenioiits, 204 S. Uth street, tho 
former assistant inaiiugCr, were arraign- 
ed, charged liy George O. Holdcn, a 
liostnillce inspector, with using the mails 
to cheat and defraud. 

.\lr. llolden te-tilied that thics linn for 
a long liimr iiast had been making a 
]M-actice of securing agents for the sale 
of alleged worthless books. lie said 
they omiihiyed canvassers and general 
.agents to dispose of their publieatious, 
tho agcut to get a guaranteed salary and 
all e.\pensos paid. Iu fact, they did pay 
a coiiimission on the books sold and 
paid for. 

It is allegeil that the sum of .^IHIO is 
asked for from the agents, with tho 
iinilerstaiuling ih.-it it is to bo used as a 
deposit as an expression of good faith 
for our year's time. .\i the exi)iration 
of tile year, if tile agreement is found 
to be unsatisfactory, the deposit money 
is to be returned. 

.Vccoriliug to letters received by tho 
postidllee autliorities from I'rofessor 1j. 
K. '.L'huiiias, of Wilkinsburg, I'a.; h\ D. 
(Jwings, of Kno-xville, Tenn.; (ieorgo 
Spiney. of Pittsburg, and many otlieis, 
this agreement has not^boen adhered to. 

The alleged victims assert that when 
they receive the hoolis they Iind them 
vnluclcs.s for canvassing. Among the 
books sent out by tho I'eople's I'ublish- 
ing company coming under lliis bead, 
are: "Hero Tides," "I''i;;lit ing iu Soulli 
.\friea," ".Mother's Hilile Stories," "(xiTi- 
(luesl uf tile Dark Coiilineiit," "Olllcial 
Keferencc l.iluarv" and "Stiirv of the 
I'dlde N.aines." 

'L'be pustolliiM' authorities ilecdare that 
this aflernuuii's hearing was the lirst of 
a wholesale prik^ecution, and no halt will 
be made until all the snbscriiitioii book 
publishers in this city who are employ- 
ing cauvassers under similar methods, 
will be brought to justice. 

William E. Ilalloway and George Y. 
CkMucnts recently went out of the Peo- 
ple's 'Publishing company and started 
a cducerii of their own ca'lod the "Do- 
minion company" on the neveuth llopr of 
the Keith building on Chestnut street, 
aliove 11th. 

It is said the defendants, trading as 
the !'eo|ilc's I'liblishing comp.any, liave 
secured deposits ranging from .'s.S to .fl,- 
200, friHii at least 40 re'siionsilile |ieopIe 
in various parts of the Cniteil States. 
Their books are said to be absolutely 
valueless and their business of general 
agents in securing other sub-agents, is 
said to have netted thorn .'i;2o,000 afi far 
as is at present known by the nostolllce 
autliorities.

A GREAT BOOM. 

The expression "boom" applied to tlie 
events to ■^vhich we "wish to draw atten- 
tion, is, perhaps, a misnomer. Proi>erl.v 
used, the expression means a toinporary 
BtimuIuHon of business tlirouirli tlie 
speculative inliation of values. Hut a 
similar result is 'jausod by the discov- 
ery of new sources of woaltli, the open- 
ing uj) of new lands and an-inrusli of 
people, with tliis difCerenco, that the good 
times l)rouf,'lit about in tliis way are 
permanent and not temporary. It is in 
this latter sense that Manitoba and the 
Northcwest ■ Territories are enjoying a 
great •'boom at the present 'time, and the 
dillercnce between the two lands of 
■boom can he excellently illustrated ty 
the history of iMimitoba and th« North- 
west Territories themselves. From 
every source wo receive aut1ient5c con- 
firmation of tlie fact that the inrush of 
settlers to, and the prosperity of, the 
Oanadian Northwest is at the present 
time extraordinary and unprecedented. 
Here, for iustanco, is a clipping from a 
Toronto despatch, dated the 7th of 
-Vpril: 

"U is stated at tlie Manitoba govern- 
ment ollice loilay that since tlie inaugur- 
ation on the lirst Tuesday ot March of 
the liomeseeliers' excursion to the Nortli- 
west, l:etweci! ;i.(>(10 I" ll.SiHt settlers 
have gone from Ontario, tiiUiiig with 
them six hundrnl eMrloa<ls of effects. 
Never before, iiceordiiig to lliose in 
charge of the ollice, have so many taken 
advantage? of the exciii'sioiis. Tlie ma- 
jority of tlicin are jiractical farmers o; 
the best class who ten or twelve years 
^:go scotl'ed at tlie idea of any other prov- 
ince competing in agriculture witli On- 
tario." 

Ilei-e again is another: 

"Two hiiiidrcd and lifty farmers fnim 
the western and r-outliwestern sections 
of Ontario, with sixteen carloads of ef- 
fects, left the illiiion station for Manito- 
ba and the Northwest today. A jiarty 
iif s(>veiity-live settlers from Ne^v Ham- 
burg. Berlin and Waterloo eouiity pass- 
ed through Georgetown on their wav 
to l')idsl)urg, N. "SV. T. This makes the 
thiril ]iarty of the kinil going from Wat- 
erloo county to "tho point u: 
within tlie hist three years." 

But it is not only from f)ntario that 
people are crowding in, but from all over 
the Middle and Western States. From 
some locHlities, indeed, such an exodns 
is taking plnee, that the State author- 
ities are attempting to stci' it. \Ve liear 
of immigrants, bringing with them a 
wealth of settlers' effects and well sup- 
plied with money, nrrlvin? in Winnipeg 
nt the rate of 1.000 a day, and from 
tllCQCC dii^tributing themselves over the 
virgin plains of the Northwest. In evi- 
dence of this fact, we have the testimony 
of figures. In one week the bank clear- 
ings of the city of Winnipeg jumped over 
one million dollars, a tolerahle stride 
for tho Chicago of Canada. .Vot only so, 
but we learn that the contracts have 
•been let "by the 'C. P. R. for 100 miles of 
track running northwesterly from 
Jfoosomin, and that 2(X) miles more of 
the road •will be let as soon as the sur- 
veyors have completed tlieir notes.

quantities. A contemporary assigns tlie 
following reason for this great" activity 
on tlie part of the C. P. R.: — " 

'Tt is understood . that unprecedented 
speed is to bo made yt the construction 
of this piece' of line and those acquaint- 
ed with the situation ajJd with the ebar- 
tors granted attach more than ordinary 
importance to tho letting ot this con- 
tract. The surmise is that the C. P. R. 
is looking toward the 'i.'ellowhcad Pass 
and that between this company and the 
Cnuadiau Northern there will lie a race 
for that coveted break in the . Rocky 
Mountains. Tho Canadian Northern is 
now well up to Prince Albert and is ex- 
pected to be pressing further to the 
westward. The country through which 
these lines of railwax would. pass is yet 
untested as to its-ciipaeity for 'grain pro- 
duction, hut, it 'is thought .that 'it 'will 
luru out as good a'sgralu producing sec- 
tion as any in the " North wesrt; the ox- 
tent ol it is enormous, and' the comple- 
tion of one or both- pf these lines will- 
open for settlement a country which 
promises to prove very enticing for im- 
migration." 

We know, liesides, 'that tho sales of 
laud in Manitoba and tho Northwest 
have reached incredible figures; and that 
those lands have ibeen sold not to spec- 
ulators, hut to occupiers and tillers ot 
the soil. 

AVe may take tho facts for granted. .\ 
woiiderfal movement is in progress. But 
sucli a movement must have a reason. 
W'e once knew a man who said that iior- 
poises eaiiie to the surface of the ocean 
because they felt like it. That is not 
true of the movcnieuts of porpoises. 
There is a scientific reason for them, 
though wo may not know what it is. 
Certainly there is a scientific ri'ason for 
migrations of the human race, which it 
is never imxxjssihlo to discover. In this 
particular instance the reason is plain. 
It is, that in the Northwest there are 
enormous iiiidevelop(;il resources, and 
that people are now aide to get at them 
and develop them. They are able to get 
nt them and develop them because a 
parallel system of trnusportation to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway has been con- 
structed, making it comparatively easy 
to gridiron tho whole country with north 
and south feeders as tho settlement of 
intermediate lands may justify. And 
why is it that Manitoba iind the North- 
west Territories are receiving this hone 
fit now, instead of nn indefinite time 
hence? Thero is only one possible au- 
.swer to that question. It is because of 
the policy adopted to the Canadian 
Northern Railway system hy the Man- 
itoba government. 'Wo do not need to 
remind our renders what that policy 
was. It involved the giving of lorge 
bond guarantees and exemption from tax 
ation and procuring assistance iu cash 
and land from the Dominion government. 
It was a policy which was experimental 
in its nature. No province in Oanada 
over did any thing quite so hold and dC' 
cisive before, and the opinion ot a groat 
railror.d president was that it -would 
"bankrupt Manitoba." Tlas it lianiirupt 
cd 'MnnitobaV Is it likely to bankrupt 
Manitoba? Is it not manifest that the 
burden nssnmed is far outweighed by the 
additional power given hy the invest- 
ment to carry it ? The Manito'l)a gov- 
( niment had to fight all tho narrow- 
minded iiieii in Miinitobii, it had to light 
opposing transportation s.vstems, and it 
had to convince tho i)eople of !Mnnitoba 
against the suspicion engendered by an 
experiiiieiital iiolicy. It carried tlie mat- 
ter, through, and the result is already vis- 
ible in tho growth and prosperity of 
.Manitoba and the Northwest Territories.

This proposed legislutiisi would not 
merely bo bad for the unions themselves, 
but it would be class legislation of tho 
motit vicious sort. Why should one man 
lie exempted from the common' law, 
which is the palladiiini of every mini's 
liberty, more thau auotirer, and why 
should one association of men ho so ex- 
empt more than another? The next thing 
would bo a law that joint stock com- 
panies should be exempt from damage 
suits whore the damage resulted through 
tho order of an oiHcer, unless the share- 
holders had previously authorized this 
particular order, and another law that 
railway companies should bo exempt 
from damage suits where the damage 
resulted from some order of tho presi- 
dent, or octlon of a sulwrdinate, unless 
that action or order had previously been 
authorized by n meeting of tho share- 
holders. That would be a nice kettle 
of lish for employees and the traveling 
public. iLogisIution is surelj' not for de- 
stroying the principles of justice, but for 
oxprcsaiug even handed justice in the 
institutions of a country.

But people say, tli 
individuals, Avho lire the peoide with 
Avhom wisdom will die, that there is 
nothing iu the northern part of British 
Columbia to attract people to it. Rub- 
bish! What built up the Kootenays? 
Was it the hnildiiig of the C. P. R.? No. 
The Kootenays did not ibe'gin to sprout 
until the Great Northern was complet- 
ed, that is ■ not until there 
were two ' transcontinental systems 
with tho possibility of north and 
south connections to open up the coun- 
try between. So much was this recog- 
nized that tho O. P. R. built another east 
and west line along the boundary to keep 
the business as much as jiossibie in their 
own hands. That country now contains 
<;it,IMH) people and is exportiii.; !i;i(i,Otill,- 
1111(1 a year in mineral wealth. A few 
years ago it hud a population . of tibout 
l.TiiO. and liad never produced one dol- 
::ir. and there were just as niuny people 
leudy to say of it then, as are now ready 
'o say of tlie north, tlitit it never would 
produce it dollar. But rich as that coun- 
try is, it is as nothing compared to our 
great .Northland, Avhich will be tapped 
by tlie Canadian N<H-thern system from 
Vellowhcail Pass to Bute Inlet, not to 
siieak of Vancouver Island at all, which, 
ill itself, contniiis incalculable stores of 
coal, iron, gold, copper and timber, all 
'he iiiiiin ni.'iterials of industry. Here, 
then, wc have no experiment but a cer- 
tainty, proved by the development of 
our own country to the south 'of the C. 
P. R. and by the experience of Maiiitob.n 
and the Northwest Territories. Are we 
in such a hell's broth of p<'tti fogging 
politics, in which men would rather knife 
their neighbors titan advance the eom- 
moii good, that the oiiportunity to .se- 
cure this enormous development, and to 
secure it quickly, is to be lost? 

It shouid not be forgotten that these 
spurts of development come iu waves. 
There is a tide in Ihe affairs of men, 
which, taken nt tho flood, leads on to 
fortune, but it must be taken, grasped, 
and ii nius-t he taken at the tlood. Op- 
portunities once lost are never to ho re- 
covered, ©ritish Columbia's oppor- 
tunity is noiv, not next year, nor ten 
years honec. Arc we to allow the men 
of Km.ili minds, petty ambitions, narro-o' 
jealousies, bloar-oyed pessimists, ntni- 
bilions doubters, knavish frustrnters of 
tho public good to their private advan- 
tage — ore we for one moment to permit 
such as those to come between us and 
our hoi>cs and to balk us of our desires?

'Sir, — I am surprised that the City Couu- 
cll are so slow lu their deliberations regard- 
ing the Point lilllce bridge question. The 
people practically decided iu their opposi- 
tion to the contract for a steel bridge, that 
a Btotie bridge Is what they want. Tluit 
when It Is paid for they still have a bridge 
llnil one that will not bo an aunuiil charge 
to the city to keep In repair. Why need 
the Council confer wJtli engineers and 
'bridge experts In the four coniers ot the 
earth for deslgna and estlmateu, Instead of 
calling .for tenders on plaus that are . or 
can be prepared in the city at llttlo cost, 
and in that manner find out what a stone 
lirldgo would actually cost? The actual 
cost ot calling tor tenders would be a mere 
trillc compared with what it will cost for 
opinions and estimates from engineers In 
JS'ew \'ork. What do New Xovk engineers 
or engineers in any other part ot the world 
know about conditions aud circumstances 
here that they should be better qualllled to 
give .estimates or designs, than the en- 
gineers of Victoria, the quality of tho stone, 
the cost ot the labor of quarrying, and 
dressing, and conveying to where wanted, 
and then to build Into a bridge? With all 
due deference to the education and ability 
ot our city engineer and other qualified on- 
iglneers In general, I contend that tlie ex- 
perienced contractor Is the ibetter qualllled

imlnt. There never was any call to auction 
off foreshore rights In any of the Atlantic 
provinces. Auctions of of that kind foster 
trusts. Witness the sale of mineral ehilms 
In I he Vukoii. It does not seem so much n 
desire lo have the foreshore rights mater- 
ialize as it does to have them abrogated 
altogether that Is the real cause ot the 
agitation by this latest ot all the babies 
In the monopoly class. Tho dinners' As- 
sociation fear — God hieas them for the 
fear— so taey have Imitated, that those who 
have already applied In a legitimate man- 
ner for rights are mere siieeuhitors. How 
do they know? What proofs have tbc>v got 
that such Is the case? They have all (the 
apiillcants) resided lu British t^olnmbla for 
a great many years, some of them being 
cannerymen; but If they are speculators lu 
the widest sense, which is not at all prob- 
ahlc. It would be much hotter for tho 
province for them to have the sites than 
for the Oanners' Association to have them, 
as It would mean competition, while If In 
the hands ot the canners, the llshlnc Indus- 
ti.v ivould mean a monoiioly ot mischievous 
proportions. Tlio Canners' Assoclntlon Is 
not a speciiiatlve concern though: they are 
not striving to create a eomblmitlou, oh. 
no. It would be eonslderjbly out ot place 
Hlionld the government deelile to cancel. 
In favor ot, the combined canners, the 
applications already presented in due order, 
and If rights are granted thoy should re- 
ceive them — the proiier method being to 
grant them leases at a fair rental, or on 
condition of a royalty nn the yearly rev- 
enue derived from each trap.

Van- 
couver ami New Westminster are the only 
quarters wo have heard anything from, 
and It wonld seem that they are onlv too 
wllllnjr to sacrlflcp prn^'lndal proiiress for 
local advancement. Can the people fif 
Victoria realize what It would mean to 
have n nuiiiber of e:4iinerles establlslied on 
this Island? Surely lliev eaiiuot, else tlii'v 
would not "so 'way bnok and sit down" 
while such an Imnorfaut matter Is being 
agitated. If the canners have their wav. 
they will take tlsh from the wi'st coast of 
this Island to their canneries on the 
Fraser, and tho cities of V.'ineonviT Isl.'ind 
will receive no lieneflt whatever.

*Slr, — Judging from what has been stated 
regarding the Imiiieiise trade In salmon 
eanulng, mining, etc., which has recently 
grown lip in tlu' I'larence Strait aud Lynn 
'I'aual region, uorih of Dixon Diitranee, In 
the Prince of Wales .\rchlpelago, 11 aiipears 
to lie hlgli tlmi' that liiose "International 
Kipiatters" should he made aware that they 
are trampling on the treaty ot 18i;.-|, under 
which tlicv pretend to opera te, to the great 
loss ot trade to British Coliiiiilila, as well 
as valuable territory. This iiretenslon of 
friendship by our neighbors will not pass 
muster, when Hanked by such results. We 
must call a spade— a spade. The treaty 
must be adhered to. It woa't answer to 
twist 'thei line ot direction from north, as 
mentioned iu the treaty, to east, to suit the 
United States, ami eiiahit? them to form a 
new boundary to reach Portland Camil. It 
cannot be permitted to change the name 
"Uuke of York Island'' to •■lOtoliii. " that 
thi; meaning of the dc«natch should be dis- 
torted, anil the name "Duke Island" given 
to a small Island souUi of Annette Island. 
This Is a' matter ot eonseiiuence to ever.v 
I'ritlsh subject, whether residing In llrltlsh 
Columbia or any other portion of Canada. 
The citizens of the United States cannot 
bo allowed to change the boundaries at 
tludr will. The south iiolut of Prince ot 
Wales Island 1h. in llii.> treaty, given as the 
Inlllai point of Ihc^ liomidary line,: and so 
staled distinctly, yet they have gone to 
worlc and formed a mining district, with 
Ketchikan as a centre. It Includes all of 
the area of Ala/ikn south of Wraugel, to Dix- 
on Kiitriiiice, nn orea, roughly 1110 miles 
niirlh and south hy ],''iO miles east and 
west. Of land and water It takes In abmii 
IJO.iNHi sqiiare mlie.s. "The toiiograiihy of 
both the island and inalaland Is mountain- 
ous. There Is iiitle or no [dalii liind at all, 
ami little of the arc:i is wiiat mli,'lit be de- 
scrilied as hilly. The elVect of Ihe wiiide Is 
of a jilaleiii surface eroded into canyiuis 
and sharp summits, and then submerged 
mil II the lower canyon cuts are submerged 
beneath the sea waters. The bitter form 
straits, sounds, bays. Inlets and Uords or 
canals, as it Is the custom locally to call 
them. They so cut up the laud Into narrow 
bodies that no i>olnt Is dlsli.nt Ih (? miles 
from tile sea. Tlicsc wiilcr.s are so cuiu- 
panitlvely slndlered that boat landing Is 
liracilcalile iilmost anywhere on the shore 
line In suiiiiiicr. and llici-i'' arc iiiaiiy safe 
sheltered harbors for anv ..wealher.

Thri canning Industry lu that region by 
T'niteil States people, only dates from 
Ajirli, l.S'.m. At that lime Ketchikan was 
only a salmon saltcry, with n pomilallon of 
about IwiMity whites iinil twice as many 
Indians, all ilependent iiiion the salmon 
llshliig linslness. Sinei' then, great «trliies 
have been made In milling and llshlng. Last 
summer (IIWI) I furnished the Colonist with 
several articles, showing tho encroach- 
ments and Infringements of tho cannerymen 
and miners in the disputed territory. This 
Hcasou (llMfJ) till? number of i-annerles will 
be liK'reaseil. Ketchikan has Increased In 
population to alwiit ~-TM. It is situated on 
Timgas N-arrows. on RevIIlnglgrdo Island, 
on tho Inside route taken by all steam ves- 
sels ■plying between Seattle in Washington 
and .luneaii aud Skagwav In Alaska. It Is 
at the preisent time the most central and 
generally occcsslble Jidnt for all the mines 
and' «mall mining caimis that have been 
ORtnbilshed In the dislrlcl. Its growth has 
Hicen steady slnci> LSI)!). The town Is Incor- 
porated, has waterworks, a lire department, 
a school, church, three la;i,'c gem-rai stores 
and nine out-llKing establishments, hotels 
and a weekly aew.siiaiier: also a large sal- 
mon canning estahllsliment. It Is a port 
ot entr.v, and all vessels taking tin' inside 
route for Alaska, enter and clear there. It 
Is the mall dlstrllmtlng centre for all the 
other post otriees In the district, and the 
homo port ot fi loe.i! steamer line, which 
illstrl1)ntes tho trnfrie which the mlnlii!: Is 
Diilldlng np. 

The physical conditions which determine 
the facilities for mining Industry In* tlie 
district, are described as follows. In a San 
I r.Miudseo publication:

Timber Is abundant, the vurl'dles 
"Tf. ^"'''P. red and .vollow cedar and hem- 
i ij r '^"'''^ "'■0 large— spruces from 10 
ro li feet In diameter ar«Kiiot uncommon, 
i''': y<!''""iv cedar Is n heantlful gralnless 
wood, too valuable for mining use. The 



ot Wales Island and of Ketchikan district 
certainly have the advantage of the nUnl-

It will be seen from the foregoing that 
the United States, under the treaty, has 
become possessed ot a most valuable heri- 
tage In the Prince ot Wales Ishmd. Tn tho 
other large Islandn on tho coast of the 
I'acllle they have also most valuable prop 
ertles. It can ho shown that Great Hrltaln 
In Uie treaty ot 1825. dealt most liberally 
and fairly with Russia. The tlnited Statei- 
should therefore accept honestly the con 
dttions of the treaty as transferred to them 

from Russia. „„

George Strike Fined $80 On 
One Charge and $30 on 
Another. 



In the jiroviucial po"ce court yester- 
day, before -Mr. ilall, 1'. M., Cieorge 
■Strike, a young luau employed in a 
secondhand goods store, was charged, on 
the information of C. MttcUrt'gor, 
with having caused bodily injury to two 
persons, Mr, James Anderson and Ivor 
iJraut, sou of Mr. Bouald, Grant, by fur- 
ious driving on the evening of tlie 12ih 
inst. A second charge of cruelty to the 
horse ho "was driving on that occasion 
wiiti preferred against tue accuse I by 
.Mr. Dallain, president of the local 
branch of the iSociety for the Pn.'veii^Oii 
of Cruelty to Animals. 

The accused preseiiteil a uue bei;one 
apiiearance, with his face Inin l.igeil up 
aud other signs of injuries reci.ived at 
the c(dlapse of his wild caieer uowii the 
Colwood road yesterday week. He plel l- 
ed guilty to both charges. 

I'. C -MacGrogor testihed th.it on ilie 
12th inst. be was driving a buggy' an l 
Iiair along the Colwood road on lii.s re- 
turn from the race meeting nt Coin'ood 
park, dii the buggy with him were .Mrs. 
'.\lae(Jregor, .Mr. and .Mrs. Uonald Grant, 
11 ml their little sou, Ivor, nnd Mr. nnd 
.Mrs. James Anderson. At ahoiil ti 
o'clock they reached a iiurrov,' iiai ". ol tiie 
road, and the nccuseil, who was driving' 
behind at a great pace, suddenly eaiiie 
round a corner and cmieavore l to ptiss 
them. 'I'lierc was not nioiii eiumgh, and 
the reciult was ji violent collision, iic- 
cused's horse falling in front of the 
wheels of the buggy witness Avas driving. 
The shock threw Air. Anderson and Ivor 
Grant out of the buggy. Jlr. Anderson 
sustained only slight injury, liis ankle 
bciSg sprained, but Ivor Grant's left ami 
was broken, having cauglit in the suokcs 
6f one of the wlieels. Accused's ijuggy 
upset, and accused was thrown out. lie 
had not heard the accuse" coming up be- 
hind and had not time to get out of 
the way. Tlie accident occurred at .t 
bend of the road. Accused uppear.id lo 
be under the iiUlnence of -uiuor. 

.Mr. .^lacGregor added a stateiiienl to 
the effect tliat Strike had .^eut for him 
on AVeduesday latit, and ae ha 1 been 
very sorry for the accident and au.sions 
to make any amends in hts-pow^r. Mr. 
Ma.sGregor had rejilicd that ho did liot 
wish to act vindictively, aud if Strike 
Avould agree to i>ay ali e."cpeus-'s caused 
by the accident, and "tvrite n letter of 
apology, he would be willing to drop 
the case, lie therefore asked the ina;^- 
istrate lo deal very leniently with accus- 
ed. He would like, if it waa possible, to 
see the charge dismissed. 

The magistrate witliheld liis decision 
until the heariu;; of tliu evidence in the 
St cond charge against the accused of 
cruelty to the horse. 

Bichard Bray deposed that accused had 
hired tho horse and buggy from his 
livery citable. • Tho horse • hud- been 
brought back in a condition nvhieh show- 
ed tnat it hiKi been overdriven. He es- 
timated his damages nt ■'^o'J, wbifh ac- 
cused bad promised to pay. 

F. IW. -Vdams, ship's chandler, had 
seen accused driving along the CoHvDod 
road. He was driving liis lior.se as hard 
art he could, and was racing with a 
Chinaman, wlio was in another rij;. Ac- 
eiised was jerking his reins, yelling, and 
wliiliping tile liorse. \N'iliiess saw ac- 
cused's buggy overturn, and went to 
the scene ol the accident to lend a hand. 
The horse lay underneath the buggy. 
Accused was knockfd about, and vran 
not in a condition to speak. The horse 
was in a heavy sweat. 

The magistrate said that it was against 
tho spirit of the law for indictable of- 
fences to be settled. He would take 
into consideration the iujuries received 
liy tho accused, and the aiiiciiils 1h? had 
ei.deavored to make. The ofl'eiii-e was a 
serious one, and the i>ulilic must he pro- 
tected from such acts as that accused 
had been guilty of. He might seiitenee 
accused to two years' iniprisoiiuicat, aud 
e.\cept for the considerations iiieiitiinieil 
he would have si>iit acciit^ed to prison 
without the option of a lino. He scn- 
teiieed Strike to pay a line of ifSO on the 
liist charge, or three months' hard labor, 
ami to pay a line of or one months 
i:ii[)risoiinient on the cliarge ot cruelty to 
the horse.

Tlie steamer (ineen City will sail to- 
night for Cape Scott and way ports on 
the \A'"cst Coast, and will carry a large 
cargo of general freight. The steamer 
loaded a large consigunieut of lumber 
at 'Sayward's mills yesterday for the 
cabli> station at IJamlield creek, and to- 
day will load .15 iior.ses and about "lO 
tons of .supplies anil merchandise for llie 
miners who will take passage on her to 
(.Juatsino, to work on the property lie-

The Noyo, less seriousjy injured, brought 
the .San I'edro into iiort. 

Capi. E. Jolmsen, of the San Pedro, 
says his vessels sailed from Eureka at 
7 o'clock Thursday luorning for this port, 
witli 1(» i)asseagers and a cargo of lum- 
ber and shingles. Soon after midnight 
the light of the Noyo was nuide out by 
Second Olllccr lledwell, who was in 
charge, and he blew oho whistle as a 
signal. Tho Noyo was heard to sound 
an answering signal of one whistle. Tlie 
Sau I'edro's helm was imt to iiort. The 
.Noyo, however, iiail her helm to star- 
board, and headed for the other vessel, 
striking licr on the 'port side of the stem, 
knocking it out of her and starting tlie 
lilankiiig. Water immediately got into 
the engine room, and within a short time 
thero was six feet of water in tho hold. 

Tho Noyo took a lino and started back 
Willi the San I'edro for this city. Ollicer 
Andoivon, of tho Noyo, saw tlio San 
Feilro, hut claims the foresail prevented 
liini from i)roperly making out tlie other 
vcssol, and tlie collision resulted. The 
San il'edro was run oii the Mission flats.

The acting collector of customs at Port 
Townsend iias received notilicalioii au- 
thorizing him to grant American regisli;, 
to the steamer Cutch, and the necessary 
f(jrinalilies were gone through with im- 
mediately, adding lo the list of American 
mercliaiit marine the well known steam- 
er which for years was operated out of 
'iVicloria as a British bottom. 

The Cutch ran between A'iotoria and 
Lyuu canal ports, carrying; freight and 
passengers until August, 1000, when she 
piled Up on the rocks near Douglas isl- 
and one rough stormy night. Her own- 
ers (ibandoued the vessel to tlie under- 
■writers, believing that she woulil prove 
a total wreck. 'Tho insuran<e was 
liromptly paid and then the insuiancc 
people advertised for niils. (.'har'es 
Cliutou of Cincinnati, Ohio, bought the 
■vessel, and in a short time tloaled and 
took her to Seattle. Thero she was 
docked and repaired at an :ippro.\imato 
cost of ."fiiO.dOU and then her owner up- 
plied for Aini'ri(-,'ia registry.

ciiy. 'I'lie lollim-ing lU'Siiatcli is imli- 
lislied as a siiecial fnmi 'Tacoma by an 
lOastern paper iiiider date of April 13: 

Islands full of iron. Washington 
capitalist makes great mineral discovery 
in .Uaskau arcliipelago. , James .7. Hill 
was left, .The inpst importdnt mineral 
discovery on the Pacific .Coast since gold 
was discovered in California has been 
made during tho last (iU days. It is the 
.flnding of an iron ore district, com- 
parable to that at tho head of Lake Su- 
jierior, on iiunierous islands of P.ritish 
Columbia and 'Southeastern .\laska. 
tlreat bodicri of hematite, magnetic and 
specular ore have been uncovereil. 

More import.'int still, the largest do- 
posits have been scoured at low ligures 
by purchase outright, or by options by 
men \vliii have undertaken ihe establish- 
ment of an immense iron and stool plant. 
At tho head of this syndicate is Henry 
Hewitt, the largest individual owner of 
timber lands in this State. He also owns 
large interests at Moniishn, Wi.s. Heivitt 
secured iron deposits on about .'!() isliiin'ri 
in the archipelago, reaching norlhward 
from Toxaila Island to Wrangid, Alaska. 
For three weeks Hewitt, witli experts, 
has been out on a British tiiL' niakiiig 
further exidorations and securing op- 
tions. 

Tests made under tho auspices of tlie 
Northern I'acilic railway over two yojirs 
igo show that the product of these ran- 
ges comprise the linesl kif^^ of Bessemer 
iron, because of the almost absohtto ab- 
ence of phosphorus. These assays wore 
made by Heiidersori & Trage, of Cleve- 
land. They statck thiit the ore will yiold 
70 iier cent, of iron in blast furnaces 
and can bo useil without niixiiig. 

Vdjaceiit to the iron ledges are found 
great bodies of limestone. Companies 
which Hewitt is tlie largest stoi.'k- 
liolder are producing coke near Tacoma 
for bidtj of liOO-toii blast fiiriinces, and 
intend starting construction work ou 
Taconia tide Hals this summer. For 
throe years President Hill of tho Groat 
•Northern has had experts scouring Mon- 
tana. Idaho and Washington for iron ore 
bodies. They found *iome low grade 
iron, but nothing compared with that of 
the -British Columbia islands. Hewitt 
is preparing against a possible Canadian 
export duty on iron ore by also securing 
ledges across the line in Alaska. 

Capt. .Tolin Irving wishes to deny the 
report pnblisheil above. Ho called lit the 
Colonist ollico last night .'iiid slated thai 
this despatch was incorrect. lie wishes, 
ho says, to see this country progre.Sfi, ami 
its industries devcloiied, but does not 
care to see such tissues of falsi.hi>oiis as 
tho above placed before the public.

The following testimony, given 
before the senate committee on military 
nfTairs by (ieiieral Scholield, formerly 
the commanding general of the army, 
seems to show tliat there are fi'aturcs 
about the American arniy (iroal Britain 
is not likely to coiiy for -some lime to 
come. 'He said : 

"The very exalted individual olllce, so- 
called, of 1-ominaniling gent'ral of the 
army, niiist disapiiear. There is no room 
for it in this government, no matter who 
occupies it; it is not a iiuestion of iier- 
sonaiity at all, or the cliaracler of the 
individual, so far as this great iiuestion 
is concerned. lie must be what other 
nations of the earth have — a chief of 
staff, not a commanding general." 

Referring' to the German system, (ii'ii- 
eral Selndield said: 

"We liave to modify our system so as 
to make it applicalde. If we had at the 
head of tlie :irniy for years tlii' same dis- 
tingnislied general, other things being 
satisfactory, that Avouhl be very -well, 
but what is the nsi> of a great general 
as tile nominal head of the army if tlie 
liresiilent will not even talk to him ex- 
cept to criticize bini, or if the secretary 
of war and he ilo not I'veii sec each 
otlierV What good is lie'.'" 

.Senator Buri'ows: "U'liy can not tlie 
lieutenant-general of tlie army confer 
Avitli the president as it is"/" 

General Schofield: "They are not on 
speaking terms." 

Si-iiator Burrows: "Not on speaking 
teriiisV"

IN 11 report to the lilrcctor of tUo 
Gt'olo};ii.-iil Survey, Mr. 11. IJ. Mc- 
Uoiuii'U (lesfribcs t'xploratious miido 
bv liiiii lust buiu'iier in somu of the 
sold ilii'lilM of the VuUoii, beb'iniiiuh' wtb 
Siiliiiun ereek, wliieli is .sitiuiteil east of 
tlie south fork of the Hi;,' Saluiuii ri->ei. 
Tliu most produutive slreaai ciu far dis- 
eovereil is Livingston creek, wUieli has 
a total Kn!,'th of ten uiiies. Tlie work- 
ings on l^ivingstoii eni-k so fur have 
been eonlined iirincipaliy to -the <;anyou 
portion ot the valley. Discovery olaim, 
ou which the most . work has been done, 
is situated near tho head of tlie canyon. 
The gold Is found principally on bedrock 
or in tue crevices of the rock, uuU as a 
rule iti very coar-se. X third ot the 
gold obtained from Discovery claim con- 
sisted of nuKKcts over an ouncn in 
weight, and none of it, IMr. MeConuell 
■was informed l)y the nianagur, could be 
called line gold. The largest nugget 
obtained was valued at ^W, and tho 
second largest at .^21)5, assuming the 
gold ti> be worth $10 to the ounce, tho 
ordiuury price. The .assay value of 
the (fold is stated, to average ?18.20 to 
tho ounce. Discovery claim is stated to 
liavo produced .^11,01)0 in IIXX), and a 
•small nniouul in the i)recediug year. 
Tho pi-oduet of the season was not as- 
certauitHl, but the clean-up, wliiidi was 
uuide at the lime of .Mr. LMcLV)iiueirs 
visit, was very satisfactory, and the 
output for llu' season, he thought, woulil 
probably be consideruhle. Tin- ten 
claims below UisiovcTv claim, and e.v- 
tendiiig from it down to the foot of the 
canyou, are vi'ry .similar in character to 
IMsciivery i.-laim. They are owned by 
a company, and preparations are being 
mailo to work them on an e.\tensive 
scale during ^he comiug sea.sou. Dis- 
■covory claim on Summit creek, two 
miles north of Livingston creek, is situ- 
ated at the foot of the 'Oascadc. The 
gravels heie are shiillow and include, 
as (.111 Jyivingv-:t()U eri'ek, numerous gran- 
ite lioulilers. TIic claiim is worked by 
ground sluicing, wali-r tor this piir|iose 
being easily ami eheaply obtained from 
the c-ji.sei;de. .Vhoul >^\:J.m was taken 
out ill liMKl. Tile golil is similar in 
character to that from Livingston lu-eek. 
ILako creek, a mile iiortli ol' .Sinuniit 
creek, i.s about eijual in size to the lat- 
ter, and its general character is very 
similar. Work had only began at the 
time of Mr. McOonueH'a visit, but some 
gold was being taken out, uuil the 
miners appeared to be Very hopeful in 
regard to the future of tho creek. On 
('■iittuiieva creek, three miles north <if 
Lake creek, the tirst discovery was iiinde 
<iii this creek in 1S!)S, but the yield has 
been small, and when .Mr. .McConiiell 
wj'.s there no work was being done. 
Besides ■ the creeks descrilied, good 
prospects liavo liecn obtained from Mar- 
tin and 'Sylvia creektJ, sooth of Living- 
ston creek, and from Little \'i(di't and 
Mendociiia creeks, north of (.'otlonevti 
creek, and on the oi)posite siile of the 
valley. Some work was being done 
. near the mouth of St. Gerniiiiii creek, 
a stream heading in tho range west of 
tho .soulh fork. Tlio total iirodnetiou 
of the Salmon river gold ficlil up to but 
not including the present seasmi was 
estimated at .•sJlldlNI, the greater piirt 
o!" wliicli has been (ditaiiied tr(Mii Dis- 
covery claim on Livingston creek. Work 
in the district lias, liowevcr, liarely 
commi'iiced. not witlist aiidiii'r the fact 
that gold was discoviM-ed as earlv as 
1S!>.S. The lielil can only Ijc coiisiiiercd 
of modcrale richness, and the fame of 
the Klondike creeks ilrew most of the 
miners to that section. Thistle crook 
entor,s tho Yukon from the oast about 
oijjlit miles above the month of AVhite 
river. Discovery claim on Thistle creek 
is situated about si.x miles fr(mi the 
mouth. The gra.vels resemble those in 
Kloudik(> creek. .Vone of the Thistle 
creid; cl.-iims yet worked have proved 
very rich. Tlie gold is irregular in its 
<li-;triliution, .-iiid so far ha-; V'ee:-. f.iiiiid 
priiiciii:illy along llic left limit of the 
valley, close to ;i well-ilelineil terrace, 
wliicli e.viends from, (daiiiik No. !) above 
J )ifiC(ivery down -.ircaiii about three 
miles. The gold is I'oiind jiri iicipa lly on 
or in bedroik. and occurs in coarse 
grain.s and iiu.ggets. The largest nug- 
get reported came from claim No. 1 
above 'Discovery, and was valued nt 
?9(f.. Tho total proiliJct of the creek is 
estimated nt .flO.OIJl). Ilemlersoa crock 
enters the Yukon from the oast about 
tliroo miles below the mouth of Stewart. 
Only one claim was being worked on 
Henderson creek at the time the snr- 
,ve.vor visiteil the district. Tt is owned 
by two .\nstralian miners, who li.-ive 
worked it iKirtly by drifting and ii.irlly 
iiy the o|ieii cm iiicilioil I'oi' several sci- 
sons, •■iiid are apparelil ly i|iiite sutisiicil 
with the result. The u'olil is liner than 
on 'I'.liistle creid;, and is not concen- 
trated near bedrock, as is the ease on 
that creek, but extends, like the 
iBoiinnza creek gold, upwards into the 
pravel for several feet. It is unlikely 
that thi.s claim, is the only one contain- 
insr pay gravel in this portion of the; 
valley, and .'••.vstematic prospecting on 
some of the adjoiniiiL' cl;iinis would 
probably lead to eiiually gooil results. 

Tho Rold creeks of the Si.xty-.Mile diti- 
trict are situated near the Alaskan 
bouudary, about forty miles directly 
west from Dawson. Coarse gold was 
discoveri'd in l.S'.K!. and froniKthat time 
np Id the ilis.overy of the Klondike 
cri'eks in 1S'.U'> it was one of the jirinci- 
])al producing camps in the S'ukon 
coiint-ry. It was pracl ical'.y aliaiidoiii'd 
in l.V.t", but lately the millers have licen 
retiiriiiiig to it. .\t the time of Mr. 
'Mcf '•uiiiell's eit^il nlioiit forty men were 
at work. 'J'lie principal creeks are .Mil- 
ler .■iiid Clacier on the Sixty-.Mile slo[ie. 
niid Miiosc creek, a triliutary nt l^'orty- 
.Mile. .Moosi' <-reel< is a Large slri'am, 
about feel xvidi' at its mouth :ind 
about ir» miles in huigth. The total 
amount produced is given at .'J.o.dOii 
onl.v. ililacicr creek is a tributary of 
Gold creek, and joins the latter a mire 
above its mouth. Tho valley grnvels 
have been mostly worked over, but a 
few clainio; too low in grade to pay in 
the earl.v days still remain, ami .some 
gold « :is also lieiug obtained rroiii a few 
of llie riidier claims, whi(di hail been 
iuiperfe<'tly or only partially worked.

Some Reminiscences and His 
toiy of a VVeit Established 
Instittitlon.'V 



Only Five Years Old But It Is 
-a Healthy Young- 
ster. 



Tlif Victoria Hunt tlub, us at present 
•constituted, is iu its littli yuiu-. Weeldy 
pujier chases were hold' during the sen- 
sou previous to tlie. t'orination of tlie 
. elub. They were organizwl- cliielly by 
certain ollieers of tlie li. E. and 11. M. 
A., wlio also held a ateoplocbnso lueetiug 
at Cohvood in '07, which was a great 
sueeesti, not so mueli ou accoUut of the 
excellence of the racing, as by reason 
'■(tf the divcrtiug incidents of the occa- 
sioa. Many people will reniember how 
•a certniu - lieavyweiK'it approached a 
fence (tlie fences were l)nilt of boards 
in those days) at a gradually decreasinj," 
pace, his hurse ineanwliile swervin;,' 
gently round until broadside to the 
jump, when tin' jockey slowly and easily 
rolled oft' and over the fence, to prec^ent- 
ly climb bad; and vent his displeasure

It .seems to have been a coimiion plan 
in those days, iuid also more, reeoiitly, 
to pay a man of the farming eliiss, who 
knew tlio country, tn act as hare, and 
Iny a line witli paper; and we ar(^ told 
how he, (III his horse,- which was no 
llyer, would throw pajier over a fence, 
but go round by anotiier way himself, 
picking up the lino again on the far 
side. Xliis method must Imve neeessi- 
tatefl his being given a very considor- 
ablo amount of law— half a day lonh- 
ab\y., Biit researches into ancient iiis- 
tory show" that in other run.'!, bold sports-' 
men went p.s hares in the orthodo.x man- 
ner, and to avoid being eauglit, fro^ 
quoiitly jumped most miglity fences, antf 
had many hairbreadth escapes from 
broken necks and other inconsetjuent in- 
. jury. Ha]>pily neither in ancient nor 
modern times lias any fatal or very dan- 
gerous accident occurrcil, tliougli of 
course falls have been many, and hurts 
more or less temiiorarily disabling hiive 
arrived to members.

There liave 
been found in the neighlmrhood of Tini- 
bitctoo, on, the smitherii edge of the des- 
I rt. the fossil remains of two marine 
li-rn!'- of UliimaLs which are still living 
on the coast o^f Senoganibie. Tlie pres- 
ence of a fossil sea-urcdiin at Zau Sag- 
hair, discovered some time ago, is to iie 
i-.ssociated with lliese more recent finds 
(if marine forms in the desert. This evi- 
dence is important as a cont ribiition i ,t 
till' much-disputed (luestiou as to wliellicr 
tho Saliaran liinds were formerly under 
tlie waters of the Atlantl<'. 

Tho very .strongest of testimony is 
accumulating in favor of tlie li.viiotliesis 
of tho fiiniier submergence of the Sahara. 
These facts are anioUL' ".he latest jiiiitr.- 
buliiiiis to our kuowleili;e <if the desert, 
wliidi is quite well known now when we 
compare with the presei.t accumulation 
of facts the meagre iut'orination that wi.a 
;ireessilile iiiily thirty years ago. 

It will be remembered itliat about 
that limo some ICnglishinen pro- 
posed to dill a caii:il on the nortliwesl 
cdasr of Africa south of .Morocco, to ad- 
mit the waters of the Atlantic inii) the 
desert. It was argued that a great in- 
land sea would thus be created in the 
desert, and that vessels from ICnniiii- yiul 
.America might steam tlirough this (■itiial 
and tonph at po,rts along the rich west- 
ern Soudan.' Of course, the project was 
based upon the notion that a large part 
of the Sahara lay below the level of tlie 
Fca. 

But wo now know that tha mean ele- 
vntiou of the Sahara Is far above sea 
level. It i« supposed that the 

average height of the desert above 
tlie surface of tho Atlantic is about 
l,.'i(K> feet. No i)art of the desert 
!s known to lie below soa level, except 
in certain limited areas along its north- 
ern border and near the Nile. The lowest 
part of the region which it was pro- 
t'liseil to subiuerge is in the district of 
Ml Juf, wliich is ,")00 feet above tho sen 
level. .\o way is known at ])rosent to 
nrtificially introdueo tlie T\-ators of the 
.Atlantic: into the Saliara. except to pump 
them in. If these facts had been known 
thirty years ago we should liavo board 
nothing of the great project so much ex- 
ploited in the. iiowspapors of the day of 
creating a large inland sea in Sahara. 
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ago the works were aciiulred liy .\lr. Ilue local 
(iray, who coiiilucleil the business I hands oT 
until the year ISilt), when the A^i - 
toria Machinery Deiint as at prcs.Mit 
organized took liold. To give some idea 
of the growth of this jilaut. Ati-v (lie 
new comiiauy's advent, il may lie i-tai- 
ed that t\vo years ago the aei rago auia-

all the information I could relating to 
tract or concessions. I will rO' 
for in order to the salient 
points iu the contract, and should I 
lie wrong or iiiisinformeil, I should ask 
the iiieinliers of the government to cor- 
rect me. No doubt they know the text 
of .the contract as it must have been 
agreed to iu council. 1 take It that 
every liou. member of this House will 
agree that- the Yukon mining region 
should 'be Jtept for the benefit of 1 he- 
whole country, for tl^B miners who toil 
there, and for tho commercial men who 
trade there. I think the House ngrov'- 
ing to this proposition will also agree 
that tho first care should bo to. conserve 
the rights of miners, give easy com- 
iiiuiiiiailion. and the lowest taxation 
coiiiniensiirale with the inanagement of 
a well organized system ot government, 
free from favoritism, monopoly and par- 
'.iality. If this be tho proper mode of 
governing the A'ukon, how comes it that 
recently a company of thren, Treadgold, 
Harwich ami aieMh"!'. linn, obtniued ii 
nionoiioly of mining lands, timber lim- 
its and -water rights in tliat country for 
".(I years — yes, a inonoiiol.v for ,'{0 years — 
in the face of tho strong aversion of the 
people of this coiintr.v to combines and 
monopolies? Our largest coiniianies had 
no Kjiecial riglits, such as the Canadian 
I'ncilic railway and the Grand Trunk, 
Avho spent inillions in the co'.nitr.v, 
'Whereas this Yukon company does notli- 
ing for its nionoiinly. The parties most 
interested did not ask this or any en'ji- 
pany to come in to help them to water, 
i^o far as I have been aide to gather in- 
formation apart from tho actual con- 
tract. I find that tius company pos- 
sesses the sole right to take, water from 
the Klondike river at nuy point between 
its entry into the Yukon river and tlio 
I'iat crook, for generating iiower to work 
and pump '\vnter in the district, enmpris- 
imr the bods, banks, volleys, slopes and 
hills of the Klondike river, Bonanza, 
Hear and iHuuker creeks, and tlieir 
tributaries for 30 years. ' The tributar- 
ies of rivers ineutionod aje an undefin- 
ed nuantity, and many extend for hun- 
dreds of miles, and cover the righcst part 
of tliat gnld-produeing country. Xn 
miner, however enterprising, may for his 
rwn purposes, after this agreement goes 
into operation, take any water from the 
Klondike river iu the vicinity of the best 
niiuiue creeks; he must buy frrtm the 
Treadirold company. 1 believe the coni- 
Iianv is also given the right of entry U|i- 
ou. aud a n'ay throu'.'li any lands and 
any iiiiiiiiig ground for the purpose of 
I iiiistrucliiig its works, the only rocoiii- 
lii'iisc to tile iiiiiic owner beim.':. the grav- 
ci removed iby the eoiii|iauy would lie 
placed iu a separate ihiiun. I he;ir. 
liowever. that this clause has been modi- 
tied to ]iriiviile for conip.'nsa tinn in case 
of damaire.

Such a rate would in or- 
dinary cases cost a mine iSl'i.l per day. 
This. ho-5\'ever. lias been wisely modified 
to 25 cents per hour. The objectionable 
features of the contract are the :!(l years 
monopoly, the right over tributaries of 
tile Klondike and Yukon rivers, as being 
undefined and may mean thousands of 
acres, also shutting out miners from the 
free usi? of the rivers uientioned wliicli 
should be free to all. 

Hon. Mr. Scott — There is no objectinn 
to the papers coming down, and the full- 
est information jiossiblc being given on 
the subject referred to. 1 do not kiiowi 
that any good purpose can lie -served by 
oar discussing it wiiiie il is very well 
known that the terms, or a modilica- 
lion of them, are now being discussed 
between representatives from Dawson 
and the Minister of tlie Iiiti'rior, and 
tlu refore a good nian.v of the observa- 
tions of iii.v lion, friend perhaps are not 
strictly correct oven at tho present luo 
nient. I do not jiropose to follow him 
through the various statements ho lias 
niado. hut I can say this, that for tlie 
last two or threu years representations 
liavo been made that there Avere many 
claims on the Klondike and on other 
streams which had been abandoned in 
coiiBotiuenee of their beWg on too high 
a plane to obtain .water. .They could not 
be ■utiHzed simply heeaiise there Avas nn 
absence of water, and it would not pay 
any one, or two, or throe individuals to 
bring water to any iiarticular claims, and 
wliatovor was done had to bo done on a 
largo scale in order that water might 
bo ohtaincd for all the claims that wore 
ou liigh level, which, otherwise could not 
•be utilized, and. which had been thrown 
up and were in the hands of the govoni- 
inent. 

lion. Sir Mackenzie Bowed — AVhy ou 
high levels? 

Hon. I.Mr. Scolt— They were taken u]) 
on ground where it was too liigli to work 
them unless water was artidcially 
brought to that higher level. 

Sir .ALickenzle Howell reniarkeil, it is 
<luito evident tliat the Secretary of 
State has very little knowledge of the 
effect which tliis concession, if carried 
out in its entirety as first provided, 
would have upon that couutrv ami the 
mining interests. . . . There can 
111! no doubt that what are termed iu 
iiinn.v oases abandoned claims, ar: reaily 
i.ot totally ahandoned, but, prnhably for 
the reasons' su.ggested by tiio lion. Secre- 
lary of State, that tliey cannot obtain 
a fjufllcii^nt iiuantity ot water, tomiiorar- 
iiy abandoned, more on account of tho 
oxpeuse attending tho working of what 
Is termed lean pay dirt, Imt which, after 
the rise of .Avatcr, are utilized often by 
Mio original miners. Many of the dumps 
thnt_ hnvo been washed are still ricli in 
precious metal.; I- sa>y. myself, last suin- 
jner, an old m.nn ahoiit 80 years of age, 
washing from a damp tliat Iiiid already 
gone through the operation of separating 
'tho gold from tho oai-th. wasliing with 
a pan and oradlo 'by hand, Hocure ten or 
;twelvo doUars hetwoeil ton iu tho inorii- 
ing and tliree in the nttoruoon. . . . 
In making that concession (D'iginnlly. it 
is quite evident that thoro was something 
behind it, some reason for doing it, or 
au utter want of knowledge of the coiin- 
tr.v nnd its re<nii.reiiients. If not, why 
Kbonld perinissiou lio given lo one or tivo 
iiidividunls to charge a dollar an hour 
for nn output of a miner's inch of water? 



They afterwards reduced that to 25 
cents.' !My impression is 'that if that 
concession Is ever caroled out in its en- 
tiretjrj' there will have t.o bo. a greater* 
reduction,, unless the concessionaires are 
to receive' the whole of the proceeds of 
the miner who does tho work. 

Moil. Mr. Templeman said, in part: 
I have not read the contracts, but I have 
ro'au iu the press what purported to be 
a synofisis o;' the iirovisions of this con- 
tract 'with tile Tre.idgold syndicate. On 
llio merits of tlie inoposition to give to 
a company of cajiita lists tho right to 
bring water into tlie gold districts of the 
A'ukon, I think it a good 'lue— that is, 
tho general question vt giving to a com- 
pany tho right to bring water i-.i whore- 
liy. tlie placer and hydraulic claims on 
tho mountain sides could -be worked at a 
proht. Xo small mine owner, and no 
iiuinber of small miners i'oiild -'r.-ing wat-- 
er in in that country. I vill take the 
expenditure of a largo nniouur of money, 
so 1 simply say the general proposition 
to give a conipaiiv of capitalists the 
right to hring water in tliere to sell it to 
thc^miuers is one that 1 iii)i)rovo of. I do 
notiluiojvi;the details of this contract. T 
am? free to admit that if it is in the pow- 
er of any syndicate to charge 2.j cents 
per miner's inchiiior.liour for the wtiter 
noco.ssary for the -working of placer 
claims in that coiintr.v, it might .possibjyi 
be found too high. If It. is^'cowect that 
under the provisions of this contract the 
small mine owner could bo frozen out, 
so to speak— I have? "beard that cliarge 
made ou tlie streets and in the newsna- 
per.s— tlieii possibly there would -be some 
way to change tlie contract- on "what I 
believe to be better lines. I am only 
discussing these niatters in a general 
way; I do not know the provision nf tho 
contract. It may be the rule of this 
House, still. I think it is unfair to in- 
troduce a discussionj,on-.'a question when 
the papers have yot .' to he hrought 
down. ^ 

Hon. Mr. Ferguson said, in ])art: 

A discussion of very groat 
importance was niado lo Treadgold and 
his associates, and tiiat concession has 
(.realed a ver.v great amount of excite- 
ment aud alarm in the A'ulcon couulry. I 
lave been in receipt of letters an.l news- 
paper clipiiings wliicli have been sent 
within the last few weeks, all diii|iingB 
from jiapers imlilislied in the Y'likon. and 
all coiKleiiiniug iu the strongest terms 
this concession to Treadgold. 
The papers are uuauinious in condemn- 
ing the concession. Iv seems to lie iin- 
licrstooil in :lio Y'ukon country wliat that 
concession means. My hon. friend has 
been able to toll this House that the 
first contract 'with Treadgold and his 
associates contained provisious which, 
have alrend.v been recoded'^lfroni, one of 
them In regard to the price to 'be charged 
per , miner's inch for water. 'It Avas or- 
iglirinlly one dollar per inch per horn-, and 
it has ibecn reduced, as iny lion, friend 
from A'ictoria says, to 2.5 cents, and even 
that reduced rate niy lion, friend oppo- 
site fMr. Templeman) admits is alto- 
gether too high. Taking this fact aloue, 
tliat tho concession made iiy tho govern- 
ment to Treadgold in the first instance 
authorized a cliarpn of one dollar per 
miner's iucli per hour and has since been 
reduced on account of puldic clamor to 
25 cents, ■s^•hich it appears is still entire- 
ly too higlu.is it any wonder that a groat 
.leal of excitement and alarm has been 
occasioned among tho miners of the Yu- 
kon country in consequeuco of this con- 
cession? . . . Possibly all the 
members of, the goveriunout might not 
have been aware of tbo nature of the 
concession in the first instance, but now 
they are seriously seized of its imiiort- 
nnc'e and are dealing willi it, and I hope 
tliat when all the papers conii! down it 
will be found that not only tlie niodilica- 
lioiis indicated by my hon. friend the 
mover of tliis motion, liut otluu- import- 
ant modiliciitions will be fniiiid to liavo 
been. made in tliis contract, so that it 
will not prove so detrimental to tho in- 
terests of the Yukon country . as it 
ilireatcncd to be in the form iii 'wlilch it 
lirst heoame known to the public. There 
is just one pflint -which has not been 
Iirominontly brought 'before the House, 
and which I am credibly informed is a' 
feature of the contract,, and that is tha't 
this syndicate would obtain control nnd, 
'.lossessioii of all abandoned. claims in the 
territory describod in the contract, which 
I am told is about tho ivholfi of the 
Klondike ciiuiitry tb.at Ts rich in gold. I' 
am informed that it would he the easiest 
tiling in tlie world for them to cover tho 
country to an enormous extent bv that 
concession— quite an easy matter for 
tiieir friends and emissaries to make en- 
tries and (dainis and abandon them in 
order that tliesi- claims niiirht drop into 
the hands of the Treadgold company— 
not only the claims which are naturally 
ahaiidoned -by men who become discour- 
;iged or broken down in health, but pur- 
posely claims taken uj) -by fheir emis- 
saries and abandoned so Uiiit they would 
fall into tlio po<Jsossion of the com- 
pany. , . .

.\ h'riendly and Apiireciative A\'rifcr on 
the British Xation. 

A remarkable eulogy of the British 
iintion is jiubhshcd in the Hun.irariart 
ministerial organ. ^Magyar Xemyet, from 
tlie jiou of Andreas do Kiiy'tna, .who 
adopts Ihe iiseiidon.vm of "Aiidronicus." 
lie observes that never has tho English- 
man luaintaiued his dignity so conipleto- 
ly a.s during the South African <'hase. 
He asks wdiat would be said in Buda- 
pesth if news arrived of a reverse to a 
Hungarian general in the field similar 
(o that sustained by Iy<ird .Methuen. "Docs 
anyone dare assert Hi.-it the people u'ould 
not talk of treachery, of cowardice, or 
of crlminnl negligence? Dare anvoiio 
maintain that the people would on that 
day speak in a tone of pain and regret 
of tho iiiisfortuno which had overtaken 
the trusty general and his brave sol- 
diers? Does anyone believe the Ixiwer 
House of the Diet -would express its 
firm conviction that the unfortunate gen- 
eral and his soldiers had done their duty 
to the best of their ,ahlllt./? And does 
tinyono iiclieve that nniteffl 'public opin- 
ion of Hungary .would -with irresistible 
determinalion again rceord its irSews that 
the niisfortuno proved nothing .against 
llie govornmoiit's polic.v, and that it .was 
hut nnotlior reason for prosecuting the 
war? 

'Contnisting England with Ei-.'inco, 
Ihe writer refers to the Toukiiig caiii- 
pajgn, and asks lio-iv noon did public 
opinioi; of Kraiice in nlanu stigaiatize 
t'le Tiiikiiig jiolicy as ji criiniiial and 
accnrscd advonliire.

His 
repulalion was gone, and tbo whole of 
Italy's East African policy abandoned.

fMiamherlaiii' is the leader, is convinced 
that not merely tbo iniuister. but ho him- 
self planned aud undertook the South 
African •war, and must clitimplon' the 
liolicy -Avith heart and soul. 

AA'lien the writer looks over the ovents 
of the last three years he is seized with 
a dee|) son.se ot respect hoth for tho 
English and the 'average Englishman. 
He considers • tho ' ayerage' Englishman 
much more e^iihablc and greater than 
the in-orngo ' mari^dl^i'y-^otHer "nation. 
' i'he l':nglishmitn ' h^Hp^ tcabhed- a 'higher 
filanc ot hum'hn''"worthincSs- than the 
homo Yulgads. It. man Is n 'bolng. tho 
I'jnglishman is a being of a higher kind 
than others. The writer is not in a posi- 
tion to determine how much higher, hut 
\z under tlie impression flint the English- 
man is several liundrod years in ad- 
vance of the average social creiitnre.
